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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

Amendment filed 10/14/05 has been entered and considered by the Examiner. Claims 2 and 8 
have been canceled. Currently, claims 1, 3-7, and 9-12 are pending in the instant application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 
rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1, 3-7, and 9-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Wachi et 
al (US 20030085649) in view of Okamura et al (US 6104530). 

In regard to claims 1 and 7, Wachi et al ('649) teach a display panel structure (figure 2), 
comprising: a plasma display panel (not in figures, see paragraph 2), further comprising: a front glass (see 
paragraph 2), through which the plasma display panel display images to the outside; a rear glass (not 
shown; paragraph 2), which is corresponding to the front glass, and there is a plasma spaced between the 
rear glass and front glass (2; paragraphs 2 and 63); and a filter (15; paragraph 61), which is directly 
formed upon the front glass (figure 2). Wachi et al are silent regarding the filter does not include a glass 
layer, since 14 has been established as a substrate for the filter, which is glass. Okamura et al ( c 530) teach 
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a PDP for a television (column 1 lines 19-40) and substrate for a filter (11; figure 3; column 27 line 66 to 
column 28 line 13) that is not made from glass (column 28 lines 1-2) in order to increase the transparency 
of the filter (column 4 lines 8-12; column 5 lines 1-6). Hence it would have been obvious at the time of 
the invention to one of ordinary skill in the art to combine the display of Wachi with the filter substrate of 
Okamura. Motivation to combine would be to improve the transparency of the filter. 

In regard to claims 3-6 and 9-12, Wachi et al ('649) teach the filter, facing the front glass, 
sequentially (figure 2) has electromagnetic wave shielding layer (15; paragraph 61), a color-compensating 
layer (9: paragraph 89), hardening arrangement layer (not shown; paragraphs 86-87) and an anti-reflecting 
layer (6; paragraph 84). 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1, 3-7, 9-12 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
